OGDEN (Utah) Feb. 20.—T wenty- 
eight persons were killed, fifteen oth- 
ers injured-—severa], it is believed, fe- 
tally—and a great amount of raliroad 
Eroperty destroyed, the result of an 
explosion of a cariload of dynamite 
yesterday atternoon at Jackson.

The great loss of life among the 
Greeks is accounted for by the fact 
that they occupied outfitting cars 
which were standing near the spot 
where the explosion occurred.

The vessel arrived at Port Los An- 
gelee Thursday night. 180 days from 
Baitimere, with 2 tons of coal con- 
signed to the Unf@n Meta! and Hard- 
ware Company of Los Angeles. She is 
ar. American ship, built of iron, with a 
registered tonnage of 1560. Her man- 
aging owners are W. R. Grace & Co. 
of Baltimore. She ts 263 feet long, has 
40 feet breadth and has a depth of 
hoid of 21.6 feet. She was bullt in 
Stockton, In She was for- 
merly under the British flag. The 
Fangalore is command of ~Capt. 
Elanchard and carries a crew of 
twenty men. Capt. Blanchard reports 
that the long voyage was uneventful. 

Part of the cargo of the Bangalore 
will be taken off on lighters in the 
euter harbor, and she will then be 
brought inside to @Gnish discharging. 
It is expected that the facilities here 
will enable the Bangalore to d‘scharg+ 
ber cargo in a much shorter time than 
she would be able to make at Port Los 
Angeles.

Apparently the State legislature in-

The provisions of the primary law 
are .nandatory in cittes and cities and 
counties having a population of over 
7500 as shown by the preceding Federa) 
census. Twelve cities in this State 
are obliged to observe the primary law, 
as follows: San Francisco, Los Ange- 
les, Oakland, Sacramento, San José, 
San Diego, Stockton, Alameda, Rerke- 
ley, Fresno, Pasadena and Vallejo. 

One of the first results of the rivalry 
between Bulla and McKinley for the 
position of delegate-at-larg@e may be 
the organization of a new political club 
in Lowe Angeles.

_ THE GREEK. 


The Latest Agitation by Our, 
Local Educators. 


A Study of Derivatives is the 
Thing Urged. 


Conference of Teachers to ba 
Held Next Month. 


Occidental College has inaugurated @ 
movement that bids fair to become 
popular, particularly among busi 
men who have reduced the economy 
time to an exact science. A conven 
tion of educators to be held in this 
city will push the project. 

This movement contemplates 4 fé- 
vival of the study of the Greek lane 
guage, emphasizing the derivation of. 
English words, so-called, words wholly 
responsible for their being through 
Greek association, and vot anderstood 
because the mother language is not. 

But the simple knowledge of the dert- 
vation and meaning of words is not the 
only end sought by those who are now 
advocating a better understanding 
the Greek. What is more painful than 
a meaningless grouping of words? 
What more tiresome than a multiplica-. 
tion of sounds in-a desperate effort toe 
convey a thought when in ten well- 
chosen words the same thought could 
be Intelligentiy and definitely ex- 
pressed’ ‘The art of exact expression, 
to the saving of time and patience, is 
one of the principal objects sought by 
the Greek revivalists. 

Among the foremost advocates of 
proposed revival of the clagsics is H. T, 
Arecnibald, Ph.D... professor of Greek at 
Occidental College. Dr. Archibald hag 
with genuine concern contemplated the . 
tendency on the part of studénts to 
avoid the classics on.the ground that in 
this strenuous age there ts small use 
for the so-called dead languages. But 
the excuse given for their disuse 
urged by Dr. Archibald as in favor 
their being better understood. “With-e 
out .a practical knowledge of th@ 
Greek,” says Dr. Archibald, “concise 
ex . even in ordinary conversa- 
tion, is impossible? A careful study of 
Webster's dictionary will convince the 
most skeptical that no other language 
is being so rapidly incorporated inte 
our own as is the Greek, and these 
words with Greek roots are most ex< . 
pressive, too. When snderstood their 
use makes direct, intelligent expression 
Nor do these words.

@ CZAR’S BOLD STROKE. 

The most important piece of news 
that has come from Russia since the 
opening of hostilities is not directly 
connected with the war. It is to the 
effect that the Russian government has 
ebolished the censorship of all news 
and other telegrams going abroad, with 

xception of the ordinary war censor- 

ip during the hostilities. This aftion 
is said to have been taken as a direct 
result of consideration of the subject 
by the Czar himself. Hitherto, the 
censorship of foreign dispatches § in 
Russia has been exceedingly strict, and 
has caused much annoyance to corre- 
spondents. It has also had the result 
of fomenting the establishment in va- 
rious Furopean capitals of false news 
factories, whence reports have 
constantly sent broadcast that ve 
been very annoying to the Russian 
government, and injurioug to the repu- 
tation of the country among those 
who believe all they see fn print.

Again, Mr. Gompers declares that an 
ambitious man has not now so good 
a chance to succeed as formerly, and 
attributes this not to labor unions, but 
to the use of improved 
which has destroyed individuality.

HAT MAY HAPPEN. 

The war in the Far East is a big 
thing of itself, but there may 
be more behind it. As The Times has 
eaid, an outbreak of this kind is like 
a conflagration starting in the heart of 
a crowded city. There is never any 
telling how far it may spread, or in 
which direction. 

Just now, almost every nation on 
earth appears to be polishing up its 
weapons, and placing itself in an att!- 
tude of expectancy for what may hap- 
pen. This is especially true of Great 
Britain. Reports from Great Britain 
{teelf, and from almost all that coun- 
try’s wide-spreading possessions, tei) of 


warlike character. The garrisons in 
Canada, and on both the Atlantic and 
Pacific ccasts, are being greatly 
strengthened: fortifications are being 
put int» shape. It is even said that ar- 
rangements have been made with the 
transcontinental! railroad companies for 
the rushing of troops across the cont!- 
net, and that large transport steamers 
have been chartered on the Pacifica. In 
Europe, it is stated that war vessels 
have been stationed at convenient 
points, so that they might be rushed 


war in the shortest possible time. 

Great Britain is in some respects 
more closely interested in the present 
war than any other nation, firstly, be- 
cause she has a treaty with Japan, and, 
_pecondly, because of her Asiatic pos- 
sessions, upon which Russia is known 
for many years to have cast a wistful 
eye. Hindustan has been in some re- 
spects a source of weakness rather 
than of strength to Great Britain, 
necessitating the maintenance there of 
a large standing army. In case of war 
with Russia, one of the first steps taken 
by that country would undoubtedly be 
to throw a portion of ite immense army 
across the Himalayas into India, where 
it would find some support from disaf- 
fected natives, because, in a popula- 
tion of 200,000,000 there are sure to be 
quite a number-of people who are ‘‘for- 
ninst the government,” even though 
that government has been reasonably 
just in its treatment of them, for what- 
ever Anglophobists may say, Great 
Britain has certainly done much to im- 
prove the condition of India, since tak- 
ing hold of that great continent, before 
which time it was constantly subjected 
to onslaughts from northern tribes, and 
to gross maltreatment from its own 
despots. 

As to the outcome of a war between 
Great Britain and Russia, under the 
present circumstances, the advantage 
would apparentiy Me almost entirely 
with Great Britain. On the sea, Rus- 
sia, since itg recent misfortunes, would 
be entirely outclassed, though on the 
land Russia has an overwhelmingly 
larger standing army. With an active 
and aggressive foe in the Orient, and 
another at the other side of the world, 
commanding convenient stations all 
over the earth, such a war could ap- 
parentiy have but one conclusion, un- 
less-and there's the rub—some other 
power should come to the assistance of 
Russia. That, however, is just what 
would almost certainly happen, either 
immediately or before the conflict had 
progressed very far. Then, we should 
be likely to see such a terrible struggle 
as the world has never yet witnessed. 
What.a satire on peace congresses! 
Let us hope, at least, that whatever 
may happen, the United States will be 
permitted to continue to play the role 
of “a looker-on in Vienna.” As an

EXACTING PROVISIONS OF A NEW 
ORDINANCE. 
Building Commission Secretly Pre- 
pares an important Measure for 


Submission to the City Council. 
May Apply to Existing Theaters. 


Absolute fireproof construction in 
theater buildings will b> reguired tf 
the Council passes an ordinance which 
bas been prepared by the Building 
Commission. The ordinance applies to 
all places of public amusement as well, 
nd contains very strict provisions re- 
lating to all phases of construction 
work. | 

Steel framework be used 
throughout such buildings. This must 
be bedded im concrete or other fireproof 
material. Metal lath, terra cotta, con< 
crete and brick are named as the 
building materials. Very little wood is 
allowed, and that only in prescribed 
places in the buildings. 

There can be no basements under the 
auditorium or the aisles and passage- 
ways of the theater, or under the side- 
walk in front.’ A basement under the 


stage is permissible. 

There are other modern, up-to-date 
provisions in the ordinance which will 
work revbdlution in theater construc- 


tion. 

Just what these provisions are could 
not bé ascertain in toto, as the 
greatest secrecy has been observed in 
the preparation of the ordinance. The 
measure is now in the hands of City 
Attorney Mathews, but at the request 
of the Building Commission he refuses 
to give out any information regarding 
its provisions. 

From a thoroughly reliable source, 
however, the main provisions of the 

ordinance were learned yes- 
terday. It was also ascertained that 
the measure is drawn to apply only 
to bulidings hereafter constructed. 

There has been considerable discus- 
sion of this latter point, however, and 
several changes may be made in the 
measure before it goes to the Council 
for final afttion. According to legal 
advices, it is entirely competent for 
the city to pass the ordinance in a 
form that would make it apply to the- 
ater buildings now in use.

Attorney Charles Mc- 
Farland is desirous of placing a sa 
loon in the property at the southwest 
corner of Ninth and Main street and 
‘an application for a transfer to this 
location fram Seventh and Spring 
street will be filed, it is said, in the 
name of one Cobb. 

For years it hae been a disputed 
point whether the saloon district in- 
cludes the property fronting Ninth 
street on the south side; but it was 
stated yesterday that the Council is 
ready to vote Tuesday for an ordinance 
which will open up that side of the 
street. 


Modern Fire Escape. 

Edward 8. Cobb, é@ngineer of build- 
ings for the Pacific Eelctric Rallway 
Company, appeared before the Fire 
Comnrission yesterday to obtain a per- 
mit to use the Kirker-Bender fire es- 
cape in the new Huntington building 
at Sixth and Main streets, in place of 
the old-fashioned iron escapes on the 
face of the building. Engineer Cobb 
stated that the impracticablility of the 
iron ladders was becoming more ap- 
parent every day. He read some ex- 
tracts to show that by the Kirker- 
Bender escape, which consists of a 
spiral chute, concave in its transverse 
section, 20 children a minute had 
heen discharged from a three-story 
schoo! building, and 500 people a min- 
ute from a nine-story building. There 
is. so little danger of injury from this 
smooth metal slide that in one city 
the children are rewarded for good be- 
havior by being permitted to go down 
the chute much a6 they do at the 
plunge. After some discussion, during 
which Chairman Thomson refused to 
put a motion to accept the chute in 
lieu of the fire escapes on the ground 
that euch action was directly con- 
trary to the ordinance provision, the 
board’ voted unanimeusly that it was 
the sense of the Fire Commission that 
the Kirker-Bender fire “ope be al- 
lowed in the Huntington building. The 
hope was expressed by the commission 
that the Building Commission might In 
the near future present the proposed 
new bullding ordinance, which is sup-

About Library Bonds. 

There is a pummiiy thes the Coun- 
cil may a resolution Tuesday pro- 
viding that the $250,000 library bonds 
shall be devoted to the construction of 
an addition to the City Hall on the 
vacant lot’ just north of the present 
bullding.

THE SHARP TALK OF A WOMAN

On Supplementary Proceedings She 
Refuses to Cringe te the Examining

| Attorney Dyer caught a Tartar yes- 


terday in Justice Young’s court—a re- 
fined though very voluble woman. 
She was before the court on supple- 
mentary proceedings, and she had to 
tell just how much property she had. 
She told it in her own way. 

The attorney previously got judg- 
ment against Edwin and Belle Watson 
for $106 by default, then the smal! 
source of incOme was attached and 
taken to satisfy part of the judgment. 
In fact it was a hard-luck story. 

The Watsons moved here some time 
ago from Rochester, N. Y., and are 
favorably known to a number of promi- 
nent people in this city as worthy and 
‘respectable. But they are poor as Job's 
turkey, and thelr support has come 
mainby from a son who has been work- 
ing from 6 o'clock in the morning until 
9 at night for $10 a week. The cause 
for such an unfortunate condition has 
been largely. if not entirely, the illness 
of Mrs. Watson. For fifteen years she 
has been an invalid, and for three years 
was an inmate of a hospital. 

Bome time ago Mrs. Watson was ill 
and was attended by Dr. Seaman. A 
nurse was necessary and one came. 
When Mrs. Watson was able to talk 
to her she told her that she could 
only pay her for her services a small 
amount each week, and if that did not 
suit ahe advised her to leave. While 
the nurse was not enamored of the 
prospect she said that she could not 
leave, the doctor having placed her 
there, but she did go before the patient 
had beyond a nurse's care. 

The suit that went by default—the 
Watsons had no money to defend it-- 
was for nurse hire, and yesterday Mrs. 
Watson did not seek to deny the in- 
debtedness. On the other hand, Attor- 


the naw Dver thought Mrs. Watson had the 


to pay if she would. 

“Now you have some real estate,” 
said Dyer, with cheerful assurance. 

“You are making a statement and not 
asking a question,” shot back the wit- 
ness. “If you are golng to testify, come 
up here and be sworn.” 

That acted as a sedative to the at- 
torney for a while, and then he began 
again, averring that the witness owned 
real property, putting the assertion in 
the shape of an interrogation. 

“There you are again,” snapped Mrs. 
Watson, “making the statement over 
again, and it. is quite untrue.” 

But when Dyer kept harping. on the 
Same string and again asked regarding 
what she had got by asserting the fact, 
}the witness waxed touchy. 

“At it again, Mr. Dyer! Come here 
and be sworn if you want to testify, for 
I won't belleve you unless you are 
sworn—indeed, I don’t know if I'd be- 
you then,” and Mrs.. Watson 
sniffed the air suspictously. 

“Well, now where is that gold 
watch?” was the next question. 

The witness wouldn't tell. The attor- 
ney insisted. Mrs. Watson said that 
they could have the watch—she had 
told her nurse that before. Then Dyer 
asked that she give him an order for 
the watch, which was in sdémebody’'s 


keeping 
“Mr. Dyer!" the exclamation was 
scornfully annihilating; “T'd be 


ashamed to have a man who has a 
tongue like you, with as little regard 
for his word and as mean generally as 
you are, to talk with anyone that has 
any acquaintance with me.” 

That was a hot little bunch of verbi- 
age, but the witness kept handing them 
down right along. 

Finally Mr. Dyer explained that his 
reason for being so persistent was that 
he might fully understand. 

“Oh, yes,” responded Mrs. Watson air- 
lly, “I know that a man with as thick a 
head must have matters clearly ex- 
plained before they can understand. 
A moment later she said: “I'll tell it 
all over again so that it may work 
through your cranium. Neither my hus- 
band nor myself ever anywhere or at 
any time owned any real property 
whatever. Now do try and understand 
—if you can.” 

Nothing, apparently, was to be made 
out of such a witness. One or two at- 
torneys standing by hearing part of 
the story of the Watsons’ troubles were 
ready to step forward and act in her be- 
half, but, as they remarked later, Mra. 
Watson was abie to look out for her- 
se’f, and it was amusing to watch her 
doing more than hold her own at legal 
fencing. 

More than once the court had to hide 
the judicial countenance to cover a 
laugh, and the attorneys present, as 
well as a goodly number of people in 
the courtroom, were kept in a titter 
during a greater part of the time. 


AFTERMATH OF FIRE. 

COMPLICATED RAGOS MATTER. 

Gregory Perkins, Jr., as the assignee 
of one of the partners who carried on 
business as Ragos Brothers, has began 
suit against the United Firemen’'s In- 
surance Company, to recover $2500 in- 
surance on the stock of goods burned 
in thé store on E street, San Bernar- 
dino, on August 4 of last year. 

Ragos Brothers carried on a depart- 
ment store. They had a standing stock 
of about $20,000. There was quite

shipped by the firm, or as it later ap- 
peared, by one’ af tbe brothers, to 
Asusa and thence to Los Angeles. 
These goods were finally tracked to an 
old buildi somewhere about San Pe- 
dro and hth streets, and there 
$7000 worth of stock was found. 


WANTS MONETARY BALM. 
MAX URBAN DPMANDS DAMAGES. 

Max Urban, who was recently arrésted 
on an adultery charge, is seeking to 
turn the tables, and has began a suit 
against Franciska Gosau, William Go- 
sau and E. D. Barbour, to recover $10,- 
000 as damages and also $250 necessarily 
expended in making a defense when he 
was brought to trial. 

Urban accuses the defendants of con- 
spiring togetl.er to injure his good 
name and to compel him to move from 
the premises he at present occupies un- 
der jease from Franciska Gosau.

them. 


He avers that the charge of adul- 
tery was made against him malicious- 
ly, and that his arrest for living with 
Mary Brunoldt followed.

At 
twenty-three and three-fourths miles 
by water, or cight by land, they found 
two cottonwoods each sufficiently big 
to make a short canoe. 

In the neighborhood of the falls 
there was an abundance of game, and 
having learned from the Mandans that 
there would be a deficiency in the 
mountains, they killed 
tities. The meat was dried, and from 
the skins the men made new suits of 
clothes. Their diet here was general- 
ly meat alone, as they saved their 
parched corn for the mountains. On 
the Fourth of July, however, they 
feasted, as Lewis writes, on “bacon 
beans, suit dumplings and buffaloe 
beef, etc.. in short we had no cause 
to covet the sumptuous feasts of our 
countrymen on this day,” and Clark 
adds, “In the evening we gave the 
men a drink of spirits, which was 
the last of our stock.”

Clark and a few men pushed ahead 
to seek some Snake Indians, but they 
found no signs of human life. Soon 
Sacajawea recognized the country and 
told the captains that the river would 
shortly divide into three forks.

2, they reached the first branch and 
named it Gallatin, in honor of the 
Secretary of Treasury.

Capt. Lewis secretly made a cache 
on the Jefferson of all their specimens, 
some medicine, and some cumbrous 
articles. Then he moved over to the 
snake village to await Clark's report. 
In these mountains, for the frst time, 
the party suffered for food. Here, two 
salmon and some berries were fre- 
quently the entire meal, while on 
the Missouri, they had eaten a whole 
buffalo in a day. The men felt their 
strength wasting away. Lewis writes, 
“They begin to express their appre- 
hensions of being without food in a 
country perfectly destitute of any 
means of supporting life, except a few 
fish.” 

THROUGH THE MOUNTAINS TO 
THE CLEARWATER. 

On August 20, Capt. Clark returned 
to the village, with the intention of 
finding a northern river of which the 
guide had told him. Although they 
had been able to secure only twenty- 
nine horses, on the next day the whole 
party again took up the march; and 
for twenty-four days they endured the 
greatest suffering of the expedition.

In voyaging down 
the Lewis to the Columbia, the party 
for the first time took Indian property 
without payment. On these plains, 
there was practically no fuel but wil- 
low twigs and dried grass, so one day 
finding some planks weighted down 
with stones above high-water mark, 
they uscd them to cook their evening 
meal. Clark records the incident in 
the journal, October 14, adding, “Bear- 
ing in mind our obligation to repay 
the proporietor whenever we should 
discover him.” 

On October 16, they reached the 
Columbia and camped for 9 couple of 
days at its junction with the Lewis, 
or Snake. The journal has the mere 
“fact recorded, and not a trace of that 
fine enthusiasm that greeted their 
lesser achievements east of the moun- 
tains. The two months of insufficient 
and unsatisfying food and of tollsome 


travel since leaving the Jefferson had | 
diminished their energy to the mere 
task of completing the. trip.

Clark ascended the Columbia a few 
miles and made friends with the na- 
tives.

BACON FACTORY. 


TAMMANY EX-CHIEF OPPOSES 
AMERICAN INVASION. 


Would Drive Our Pork from tre- 
land, and Will Finance Large Com- 
mercial Enterprise in Tipperary. 
Pianks Down Twenty Thousand. 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF TILE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Feb. |.—Richard Croker 
has begun his residence in Ireland 
by throwing himself into the ‘ndus- 
trial revival that is proceeding there. 
His first scheme is the creation of a 
bacon factory in Tipperary. He is 


not going to run it exclusively as his: 


own, but he is finding the money to 
set the machinery in motion. Ile has 
planked down $20,000 to put up a 
building, which will be supplied with 
the latest machinery and appliances 
for bacon-curing purposes. He has 
financed a delegetion whicn is now 
exploring Denmark for the purposes 
of ascertaining the latest methods em- 
ployed in that country in creameries 
and bacon-curing. 

It is Mr. Croker’s intention to work 


the factory on the céoperative princi-" 


ple. He has made a thorough invest!- 
gation into the possibilities of the pro- 
posed business, and he has satisfied 
himself that the native product will 
drive American bacon out of Ireland. 
He is so far convinced of what he can 


do that he has been able to command | 


for the scheme the support of one or 
two leading English and Scotch pro- 
vision merchants. A meeting to dis- 
cuss the subject will be held in Lon- 
don in a week or two, and it is under- 
stood that everything is in ship-shape 
order to enable him to put the scheme 
on @ practical working basis at once. 
The people of Tipperary are delighted 
with the prospect of having a factory 
which will help to stop the flow of 


emigration.

The United States must emulate 
Japan's foresight—a foresight that 
has enabled that country to achieve 
an initial victory of considerable im- 
portance, if all reports are to be be- 
lieved. 

Without in any degace minimizing 
the importance of the isthmian canal, 
it must be apparent after a glance 
at present conditions and future pos- 
sibilities and probabilities that the 


United States must provide a naval | 


station and dockyard in Southern Cal- 
ifornia before the isthmian waterway 
is completed. 

The success achieved by Japan in 
her sudden assault upon the ships 
of Russia has been so startling that 
we are forced to ask ourselves 
whether our great interests in the Pa- 
cific and along its shores are safe; 
whether we have provided means of 
defense commensurate with our in- 
terest and our commercial prospects. 
Had Japan attacked us, (as she 
threatened to do a few years ago be- 
fore she realized that the Hawaiian 
Islands were not worth fighting for.)

The Philippines, Hawaii, Samoa, | 
Guam, all have been practically a part 
of the national domain for more than | 
five years, yet we have not commenced 
to prepare for their defense. Like 
our rapidly-growing commerce in the | 
Pacific, their defense depends largely 
upon the comparatively insignificant 
Asiatic fleet under command of Rear | 
Admiral Evans, a fleet inferior to. 
that of several other powers whose 
national prospects in the Pacific are 
less than our own. 

Our Pacific Squadipn however well 
prepared it may be for service against 
Colombia or Peru, would not now be 
sufficient to protect our coast and 
our commerce against an attack by 
Chile, not to mention any naval power 
of note. Our Asiatic fleet is weak, 
our Pacific Squadron is inconsider- 


able. To unite the two would avail 
little. because of the weakness on 
this Coast. Yet in the Pacific we are 


most vulnerable, and our interests 
clash most with those of other eager 
nations. 

With strategic positions admfrably 
located on the broad Pacific for ,the 
protection and support of commerce, 
we have no fortifications and no strong 
naval force to ,maintain them, and 
they would be liable to fall to any ag- 
gressive foreign commander. On this 
great ocean we need the ,largest of 
ships. Smal! war vessels are usually 
limited by their coal capacity to nar- 
row waters on ,coast service. Here, 
where we should have first-class bai- 
tleships and cruisers, we have small 
gunboats and cruisers so hopelessly 
obsolete that no first-class naval power 
would maintain them at all. 


LITTLE HOPE NOW. 
For the future there is little hope 


for improvement. There are now 
building thirteen great battleships 
and eleven armored cruisers. They 


will not come to the Asiatic or Pa- 
cific squadron. probably, because . we 
have but one dock in all the Pacific 
that could accommodate so large a ves- 
sel—the wooden dock at the Puget 
Sound Naval Station.

“The public will not permit itself 
to be fleeced, and any improper combination or agree- 
ment would be at once exposed.” 

“How about the coal dealers and coal teamsters_of Chi- 
cago?” 

“There is a proof of what | have just said. The coal 
dealers and coal teamsters had an unrighteous combina- 
tion agaimst the public. They combined to overcharge 
them. How long did their success last? Only a few days. 
When it was exposed the combination was broken, and 
it will be so wilh any combimation that may be formed. 
Besides there is competition. You can’t have big profits 
without it, don't care how large your capital is. It is the

“Speaking of wages, Mr. Mitchell, what should be ‘he low- 
est pay for an ordinary workingman?”  __ 

“Every man should have enough to keep his family, edu- 
cate his children and lay a little aside for the future. Six 
hundred dollars a year is the least that should be paid the 
unskilled common laborer. As the class of labor rises the 
man should receive more, and the pay sould vary accord- 
me to his focation. The ordinary man should have more 
than $6000 in New York or Chicago. Every man should 
have enough to supply the necessities of life, and in the 
latter cities the necessities cost more.” 

What Every Workingman Needs. 


“What would you call the necessities of the ordimary 
workingman, Mr. Mitchell?” | asked. 

“| think every man should have a house with at least six 
rooms,” was the reply. “He should have a bathroom, a 
parlor, dining-room, kitchen and enough bedrooms for de- 
cency and comfort. He should have carpets, pictures, 
books and sufficient furniture to make his home bright 
and comforiable. He should have good food and should 
keep his children in school until they are sixteen, and at 
the same time should be able to lay away something for 
old age and sickness. The unskilled workman might have 
these things for $600 a year in cities of from 5000 to 100,- 
000 inhabitants, but in larger places he needs more. This 
is only for the common laborer. As the skill of the man 
ries, his wages increase and his necessities grow.” 

The Ideal Working Day. 


“How about the cight-hour day, Mr. Mitchell? 
United States be run that way?” ‘ 

“Yes,” was ithe reply. “We should do more and better 
work everywhere if we had cight hours only. Suc mal- 
térs must be considered as a long-time proposition. There 
is so much work in every man, and if you take too much 
one day you will have so much less for the days to come. 
One of the colicge professors puts it this way: If you want 
to get all you can out of a man for one day only, work 
him the whole twenty-four hours. If you want to eet all 
you can out of him for a week only, work him twenty 
hours a day; if fcr a month, give him eighteen hours, and 


‘if for a year, work him fifteen hours and keop him at it. If

you want to work him several years ict him have the ten- 
hour day. But if you want to get the most out of him for 
his whole working lifetime you must cut his hours of la- 
bor to cight per day. The fact is that a man can do and 
does do more work in eight hours than in ten.” 

“How do you know that, Mr. Mitchell?” | asked. “Has it 
ever been tested?” 

“Yes,” was the reply. “In the lilinois coal mines the time 
was cul from ten hours to cight. After that the product 
was measured, and the eight-hour time produced as much 
as the ten-hour time.” 

“But was that due to the freshness of the men or to 
the fact that the bosses had to get more work, and rushed 
them harder?” 

“It was largely due to the freshness of the men,” said 
Mr. Mitchell, “although | will say that the operators know- 
ing that they must have a greater output per hour bought 
better machinery and thereby improved the facifities of 
rapid mining.” 

Ten Hours and Drunkenness. ;

“There is no doubt but the eight-hour day reduces drunk- 
enness,” Mr. Mitchell went on. “In those towns in Illi- 
nois where it has been adopted there Is now a higher 
standard of living, and at the same time less drunkenness 
and fewer saloons. This is so notwithstanding wages have 
risen. The man who works ten hours comes home tired 
out. He is in no condition for rational enjoyment and he 
wants to go either to the saloon or to bed.” 

“But will not les: hours be demanded if eight hours are 
given?” | asked. 

“! think not,” was the reply. “I do not expect to see 
less than am cigh!-hour day in my lifetime. We may have 
a forty-four-our week—that is, eight hours for five days of 
the week and a half holiday Saturday. That is not un- 
reasonable. indeed, i! prevails already in some branches 
of work in certain parts of the country.”

APPEARANCE OF SUMMIT CHANGED 
BY A VAST LANDSLIDE. 


By a Special Contributor. 
OUNT RAINIER, one of the lofliest and largest snow 
peaks on the entire Pacific Coast, was very recently 
the exciting scene of a most remarkable convul- 
sion. 

A very short time ago this great peak gave forth very 
perceptible tremblings. These tremors were accompanied 
by low rumblings that came from far up towards the sum- 
mit of the peak. The agitation and mutterings of the 
old peak were felt and heard for many leagues in all 
directions. % 

Those who felt and heard these things were at a loss 
to know the why and the wherefore. for a gcal many 
years Mount Rainier was known to have been am aciive 
volcano, in the long, long ago. There is an extinct crater 
near the summit of this mighty peak. 

Once the mountain must have beiched forth fire and 
smoke. The Puget Sound indians declare that their an- 
cestors saw Mount Rainier when it was in an active state 
of eruption. Geolog'sts and scientisis who of later periods 
have made a careful investigation of the subject, claim 
there are abundant evidences to show that the mountain 
in the remote past was am active yolcano. 

Al intervals during the past thirty or forty years steam 
and smoke have been seen to issue from the ragged 
summi!. Those who in the years past have ascended 
Mount Rainier fave found hot springs gushing forth from 
the rocks; have discovered places where the heal had

Here, on the summit of Vesuvius, smoke issuing out of the 
invisible fissures around, the imposing black column in the 
background, one can see the ravines, valleys and fields of 
petrified lava, and below these the signs of habitation and 
cultivation in the scattered villages and rich vineyards, 
gardens and orchards with which they are surrounded.

Then it was discovered that there had been a vast slido 


of rocks, carth and mow from the very apex of the 
peak. The full extent of this colossal avalanche has not 
been and cannot be determined. At this season of the 
year the ascent is impossible owing to the great dopth 
of snow and the rigors of the climate at such a great 
altitude. 


Through the aid of powerful field and marine glasses, 


the crest of the peak has been very closely scanned by 


hundreds of cager and curious people. These investiga- 


tions made at long range reveal a very surprising con- 
dition. So vast was the avalanche that it has changed 
the entire aspect and configuration of the summit.

The Blue Jay. 


IIE Is AMUSING TO WATCH AND Hr 
RULEs THE Rancn.

THINK the blue jays were the most amusing and cun- 
ning of the birds that | studied while on the ranch. 
They were the boldest and most impertinent hieves 
that came around my doorstep. One winter they would 
have taken every nut that | had stored away, if | hadn't 
moved the bin. | was cracking some quls on my door- 
step, one bright winter momfing; when a jay: espied me. 
Down he flew close to my side. | threw him an empty 
nut; he turned it over with his bill, and you ought to have 
seen the look that he gave me from those bead-like eyes! 
| threw him a good one; he examined that and found it 
all “O, K." He flew with the nut to a pine tree close by. 
With a dextrous flip of his tail he turned right-about-face 
with a quickness that would make a West Pokrier biush. 
Thinking that | was not noticing him, he flew down be- 
hind the house. | jumped up and ran to the corner of the 
house, and was just in twme to see Mr. Jay push the nut 
out of sight in the sand. He looked up, but | dodged be- 
hid a pile of rails. With an airy stride he walked around 
that nut, hidden in the sand, looking to see whether it was 
possible to detect a piece of the shell. He was satisfied 
with his hiding, and showed it by the broad grin on his 
face. (With shoulders thrown back and head erect, he 
strutted around with a manly air. After a moment he flew 
back to his tree, at the same time giving out three coarse 
cajls. The calis were like magic; within five minutes a 
dozen of his cousins were in the tree, all talking at once. 

Certainly he told them what he had discovered—nuts 
ready cracked—for down they came, and swarmed around 
me so close that | could easily have reached them with a 
short stick. | said all the jays; | meant a!) except one. 
This jay was syparently the “man on watch.” It was his 
business*'to watch for cats and other enemies. | suppose 
the other birds gave him his share of the spoils for his time 
while on duty. 

Each jay, having a nut in his beak, flew to the tree. 
From there they made a bee line to my corn field, each 
bird trying to reach the field first. They pushed the’ nuts 
in the soft ground out of sight, just as the first jay did. 

|! went to dinner and forgot the birds. After eating my 
dinner | got a sack to put some of the nuts in to take to 
a neighbor of mine. | opened the door, and out scurried 
a jay with a nut in its beak. That settled it. | knew that, 
in an hour, every jay within a radius of ten miles would 
be there to help himself. 1 was surprised to see those 
birds carry the nuts, for they were so large and round. | 
stepped behind the door and watched through the crack. 
Soon a jay hopped im, very cautious and with eyes wide 
open. He was nervous and afraid, but as nothing stirred, 
he gained courage. He hopped upon the bin and seizing 
a nut, flew out under the opposite door. When he came 
back he had a whole regiment to help him. They imag- 
| ined that the “prospector” had umearthed a treasure. | 
| disliked to lose my winter's store, so | shooed them out 
, and stopped the hole. 
| Tose jays cannot eat the nuts. They just like to be 
| into something that they have no right to. The trees were 


loaded with the same kind of nuts, and they could have 
| had ail they wanted when the first frost came, but no, they 
wanted to see me gather the quts and hull them, and then 
they take the cream of the gathering and leave me the 
‘culls. 

The bread that | gave them was treated the same way. 
Once.when they came around my doorstep begzing for 
something to eat, | thought of doing the “good Samaritan” 
act, so | gave them some nice, soft bread. Perhaps they 
ate some of it, but | doubt it; for | found most of it after 
the sow melted. 

When you catch a jay in a trap you think you have se- 
cured a prize, but you think you have secured half a 
dozen before you take him out. | made a figure-four 
trap and caught one lonely jay, after trying for a week, 
and losing three ears of corn (more than the jay was 
worth.) | caught him, yes, bul that was all; my work 
had just begun. | put my hand through a small fiole in 
the trap, and for once | thought | had run agains! a por- 
cupine. He was all beak and claws. | secured the ser- 
vices of a gunny sack and once more coaxed my hand in. 
The jay fluttered around the sides of the trap so recklessly 
that | feared he would lose all his feathers. He wou'd use 
his beak and finish with his claws. | tried to tame him, but 
| might as well have tried to tame a wild coyote. He 
escaped one day by pushing the bars of his cage apart. 

When we planted corn, the jays were always on hand 
to superintend the plowing. The worms were made short 
work of, as.soon as the plow turned them up. The corn 
was not molested until green, slender shoots began to peep 
through the soil. Then it was high time for the jays. Every 
jay within a radius of ten miles would stop building nests 
and pillaging. !o attend the grand opening. On some spe- 


iclal day (perhaps on Sunday, when ali were at church) the 
jays would take possession of the ranch. No use trying to 
scare them from the corn; they would sit upon a limb of 
@ tree and give you the jay laugh. They understood farm- 
ing about as weil as the farmer himself, and used this 
knowledge to a good advantage, every time they made a 
raid. They knew (perhaps from practice) that pulling the 
com by the green shoot was of little use. The corn would 
still] remain in the ground. As that was the best part of 
the little plant, the jays were determined to have it. So 
they would run their beaks into the ground, grasp the ker- 
nel firmly in the center, and give a pull; the corn was 
doomed: one nicc stately stalk was ruined. The jays con- 
tinued doing this until they satisfied their appetites. That 
was the only time that | ever saw them eat what they 
stole. Perhaps this raid was the tenth they ex'racted for 
the protection they gave to the farmer during the crop- 
raising. 

i The jays hate cats, and have little love for dogs. Once 
our cat sneaked out into the field to catch a gopher... Tho 
jays espied her, and made ten minutes of her life mis- 
erable. 

They certainly run the ranch. It makes no difference 
whether the season is good or bad, the jays are there, and 
when the old die, the children take the throne and rule 


the ranch with an iron bill.

WHAT THE JAPANESE YEN iS. 

When the public reads that 100,000,000 yen have provis- 
ionally been set apart by Japan for war purposes, it may 
perhaps pu! an exaggerated estimate on that amount. Al- 
though Japan has a gold standard, the yen is of silver 
currency, and fluctuates with the price of silver, so that 
at the moment 100,000,000 of them means scarcely more 
than £10,000,000. But even this is an immense amount in 
a country in which the wages of a skillful artisan are often 
mot more than 3 yen a week. The Japanese currency sys- 
tem is decimal. Thus the yen, or dollar, is divided into 
100 sen or cents, the sen into 10 rin, the rin into 10 mo, 
the mo into 10 shu, and the shu, finally into 10 kotsu. 
Government accounts do nol-take account of any value 
smalier ‘han a rin, but estimates by private tradesmen 
often descend to mo and shu, which are incredibly minute 
fractions of a farthing. No coin exists, however, to repse= 
sent these lillipu'ian sums.—[London Chronicle,

America’s Battle Line. 


October 15 the regular army of the United States— 
according to the acting adjutant-general’s report—con- 
sited of 62,000 men. These were scattered over the earth 
from Porto Rico and Cuba on the east to Alaska, Hawaii, 
China and the Philippines on the west. The force in Porto 
Rico has been reduced to 237 men and that in Cuba to 
748. There are 210 men in Hawaii and 156 men in China. 
Sixteen thousand men were retained in the Philippines, al- 
though # is proposed to reduce this number to 12,000. 
About 44,000 are in garrisons in the United States. 

In time of peace Spain planned to keep 4000 soldiers In 
Porto Rico and 13,000 in the Philippines. The United 
States is able to preserve order with fewer men in Porto 
Rico. Ks Philippine force is about equal to that formerly 
employed by Spain. The islands, however, are kept in 
much better order than was the case under the old regime. 

The militia includes 117,000 men. Of these 43,000 are 
within 24 hours of New York and 29,000 are within the 
same time of Chicago. Within 2 day 51,000 could reach 
the Canadian frontier east of the Mississippi. in the Span- 
ish-American war about 30 per cent. of the militia entered 
the United States service. About 100,000 of the present 
guardsmen have declared themselves ready to respond to 
a call by the President. Not ali of these 
ment necessary for field service, and it 
supposed that in the event of wer 100,008 could 
pended on for the army.

If you appear old and worldly wise, she will con- 
tent herself with a long apology for engaging in the busi- 
ness, the gist of which is that she wasn't born to it and 
never expected to come to it, and so on. Not once in a 
mition times does she have any pride in her work, any 
desire to keep the best boarding-house in town, and she 
would be sifiply mortified to death if she thought that 
anybody pointed her out as a boarding-house keeper. 

Yet consider the real facts of the case. To make a 
home for her own family is the noblest occupation in 
which any woman can engage. To make a hone for 
strangers is ceriainly a work of supererogation that would 
entitie a woman to a reserved seat among the cherubim 
anu seraphim. Moreover, it is a hicrative business when 
cerried on properly, and the only reason that women 
come to disaster in il, and the auctioneer’s flag floats so 
chien in front of the  boarding-rouse, is because the 
woman who tried to run it was ashamed of it. There isn’ 
a hotel proprietor in the land who wouldn't come to bank- 
rupicy in a year if he attempted to do business under 
cover of taking a few paying guests for company, and, who 
would. rather be accused of murder and bigamy than of 
be ing a landlord. 

Nor is there any reason to hold up the mortified board- 
ing+youse keeper alone as an example of the woman who 
. is ashamed of her work. There are her sisters, and her 

cousins and her aunts. You may see an army of them any 

morning on the cars going down to work, carrying their 
poot lunches in expensive music rolls or gol bags, in the 
vain hope that somebody will mistake them for conserv- 
a‘ory pupils or athletic maids on the way to the links in- 
stead of working girls.. You will encounter them in offices 
dome miserable typewriting because they had the mis- 
fortune to have a great grandfather, and they can't bear 
_ think of thei ilustrious ancestor's descendant having 
to work. They bungle your clothes as dressmakers, but 
you mustn't mention it, for they are :o deadly ashamed of 
working anyway, poor things, that it would simply be rub- 
bing it in to tell them how badly they do it. They do all 
manner of work, bu! the polite attitude towards the work- 
ing woman is precisely as that towards a deformed person 
or a pardoned convict. You must ignore their affliction 
and pretend you don't know it. 

Isn't this idtotic? funny? Isn't sad? For the 
puy of life is work, and the glory of life is doing good work. 
Fow women have found this out. The great mass of them 
instead of being giad that they have s#l and intelligence 
enough to do something that the world és willing to pay for, 
are ashamed of doing # at all. Like an ostrich they hide 
their heads in the sand, hoping no one will discover them, 
and over the hump this makes man mounts to the high 
places.

the independence of the Netherlands, the Spani-ti ships 
were frozen in on the Zuyder Zee.

Several other combats were fough! between 
troops on the ice in these wars, and on one occasion the 
infantry is is said to have worn skates. 

The battle of Austerlitz was partly fought in a frozen 
lake, and when the allies were retreating across it, the shot 
from the French artillery, plunging into the ice and break- 
ing it up, caused the death of thousands of Russians and 
Austrians.

Profits in Lemons. 
HE agricultural editor is asked to publi some'thing 
T concerning the best pian of finding out whether lemon 
growing is profitable in Sou'hern California. As the 
inquirer asks in behalf of some Eastern people who may 
wih ‘o invest in lemon groves, | fear my suggestions may 
seem too difficult. Before one should put his money into 
a business veniure of any kind he should take al! possible 
Steps to find the tru'h about it. In fruit growing it is diffi- 
cult to determine whether it has been profitable in a 
given case or nuo!, because the farmer rarely knows what 
his fruit cos's in production. Not that the orchardist is 
more obtuse, bul that it is exceedingly difficult to figure 
up the produciive expense of agricultural products. In 
manufacturing, merchandising and general trading, the first 
cost of he commodity is more easily established. | would 
advise every one contemplating investment in lemon cul- 
ture to select one or more localities where the conditions 
for lemon growing are ki own to be good. Get acquainted 
wih disinterested authorities in each locality, and with the 
growers themselves. Ask business-like questions; keep the 
eyes open for evidences of prosperity or the reverse. If 
possibile be shouid secure the returns from a typical grove 
for a term of years, examring the books of the local asso- 
ciation or talking with those who have handled the crop, 
and in every legitimate way seck information that may 
determine before purchase the prospects of success. 
if the writer of ihe query will think a moment he will

Needless Conflict in Nomen- 
clature of Varieties. 
--— 
A Few Hints to ‘Anglers 
Who Like to be Right. 


Common, Descriptive Names 
a Help to the Sport 


Not long since the classification of 
fish adopted by the editor of this de- 
partment was taken into criticism by 
@ fellow newspaper writer, whose fish- 
ing tales have at all times been char- 
acterized more by their egregious men- 
dacity than by strict adherence to ac- 
curacy or fact. 

In the course of his argument the 
gentieman referred to, however, landed 
upon one kernel of meat, which is, in 
brief, the need of some agreement upon 
the terminology of the fishes commonly 
caught by South Coast anglers. Inas- 
much as the names suggested by the 
worthy scribe in question proved most 
conclusively his inability to perform 
the task, it will be attempted here. 

Among the larger fishes there is 
practically no conflict. The tuna, albi- 
core, yellowtall, white sea bass, skip- 
jack and bonita are terms seldom mis- 
used. ‘Spanish mackerel!” is a misnomer 
occasionally applied to the bonita, but

The several varieties of rock bass are 
already well named, the large kelp 
bass being known as. the “yellow bel- 
lies’ because of their coloration.

Where Birds Are Tame. 


ATURALISTS commissioned by the United States gov- 

emmenm have discovered on the distant idand of Lay- 
san, in the Pacific, some new birds and many novel facts 
in regard to known species. The visting scientists were 
perhaps the first human beings whom the myriads of birds 
that crowd this tiny speck of land had ever seen. = In con- 
sequence, birds ropreseming species which in other lands 
wing hurriedly away at the sigit of man, came up to the 
naturalists, looked curiously into their faces, perched on 
their writing tables, wonderingly inspected the tripods and 
other accessories of the and permitted themse!lyvcs 
to be stroked. The fact that these birds are ordinarily re- 
garded as the wildest species made a profound impression 
on the visiting scientists. 

Among the odd instances of lack of foar on the part 
of these birds of Laysan was the action of an albatros, 
which came up and peered into the face of Mr. Fisher, 
one of the scientists, and, finding that he was disposed to 
be friendly, began to make a critical examination of iis 
camera. Many of the young birds of this species on the 
isand acted as if they had been reared as pets, so friendly 
and confiding were they. The little miller bird would 
come and look over the manuscript which the naturalests 
were preparing on a table, and when the men dined, the 
Laysan finch and rail walked about their fect, indus- 
tnousty searching for any crumbs that might fail. 

One naturalist in trying to photograph the nest of a 
rail, stationed his camera not more than two feet away; 
but while he was in the act of focusing the instrument, 
the fearlessly silepped into the nest and began to 
cover herself with the lining of soft fiber. She was photo- 
graphed several times, and was then bodily lifted off the 
nest and carried some distance. The naturalist hastened 
back to the camera, but before a photograph could be had, 
the rail was calmly seated on her nest again.—{ Chicago 
News.

The Return to the Soil. 


EORGE T. POWELL of New York spoke on “The Move- 

ment of Population Toward Cities and the Relation of 
Horticulture Thereto.” Mr. Powell, although he has a 
large and very successful fruit farm at Ghent, N. Y.; is 
mow engaged in giving instruction in horticuFure to fam- 
ilies by New York who have suburban residences or who 
contemplate purchasing such. He gave a brief history 
of farming in this country, the rapid increase of the 
growth of the cities over that of the farming population, 
and some of the resulls already perceptible and to be an- 
ticipated in the future. Settling the cheap, rich lands of 
the West caused a rapid and great depreciation im this 
State, and farmers’ sons went to the cities; but there is 
now 2 growing tendency the other way. Rapid trolley 
roads can carry cily business men into the suburbs, where 
they ca’ make their homes, and not keep their families 
‘hut up im the cities. Better fruits will be demanded, a 
bet'er peach than the Elberta will be required, and florists’ 
goods will be in demanchk The country is now being 
drained for the benefit of the cities. Agriculture is enter- 
ing the reaim of science and people will go back to ii. 
Nature studies are being introduced into all the schools; 
the agricultural colleges and experiment stations are do- 
ing a splendid work. The time will come when ‘here will 
be jess children born in the cities, where they are de- 
prived of their best heritage, and more will meet the 
first light of life in the purer air and brighter sunshine of 
‘he country, will beautiful trees, green grass, flowers, birds 
and greater fullness of life and health, all of which con- 
tribu'e to give to this new life its best start in the world.—

Gardening in Alaska. 


HE drought of 1903 brought hardship of more than one 

kind to the Alaskan miner. Not-only did his vegetable 
garden suffer, but his placer interests as well.

But in spite of drought, short sea- 
sons, poor means of Communication, high prices, exorbi- 
tant freight rates, and duties to pay at the boundary, many 
men are making a living in that portion of our posses- | 
sions, and are awaiting more or less impatiently the time | 
when better conditions wil) prevail.

THE DAIRY. 
Purity of Dairy Products. 

HE report wf the Massachusetts Board of Health for Jan- 
uary 9 contains several features of general interest. The 
board has charge of the inspection of food and drugs, and 
divides with the dairy bureau the inspection of milk and 
dairy products. Durmg the month of December the board 
examined 337 samples of milk, of which 131 were adulter- 
ated or varied from the legal standard. in most cases the 
board has coniented itself by sending warnings to the sell- 
ers whose milk fel! below the standard, as only three cases 
were taken to court, resulting in two convictions and one 
discharge. The total per cent. of solids in samples of milk 
upon which these cases were entered were 3.34, 8.34, 9.25, 
10.14. | 
of butter analyzed two were 
found to be adulterated, but no cases seem to have been 
taken to court. Only epe sample out of seventeen lots of 
cheese was found below legal quality. Of 136 samples of 
spices thirteen were adulterated. All the samples of | 
honey, molasses, maple syrup, tea, coffee and canned. 
goods tested were found of good quality. In a few cases | 
samples of adulterated rugs were found, and these were , 
prosecuted in court.—[American Culivator.

A 
good plan is to mix with the oil a little tomato juice. It 
should be remembered, however, that after the food is 
digested in the stomach it passes into the smaller intes- 
tines, where it comes in contact with the bile, which not 
only lubricates the wails of the intestines, but al:o assists 
in the emulsification of the fatty foods.

Hygienic Treatment of Appendicitis. 
R. B. M. LAWRENCE, a worthy man who has previ- 
ously contributed to this department, sends the fol- 
lowing article on the cure, without cutting, of this much- 
dreaded ailment, which seems to be becoming more 
widespread from year to year.

A 
council was called, and all agreed that an immediate op- 
eration was imperative. The knife was used, and the 
patient soon died, a victim to the fatal implement.

Only One “No-Vowel” Town 

Many places have curious names, but 
apparently there is only one place 
which has a name without any vowels.
